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School Committee 
receives | 
superintendent's 
report

WILMINGTON — Super- 
intendent Dr. Glenn Brand’s 
report for the School Com- 
mittee last Wednesday 
night pertained to an arti- 
cle published by Shaw- 
sheen Principal Lisa King, 
the district strategic plan, 
and updates regarding CIT, 
the Youth Risk Behavior 
Survey, and a parent/guar- 
dian day of workshops. 

Brand first gave a shout- 
out to Principal Lisa King 
and her “Making School 
Connections” article that 
was published as an exam- 
ple of Wilmington leaders 
branching out in the pro- 
fessional community. 

Regarding the district 
strategic plan, Brand 
shared that there had been 
considerable activity laun- 
ched within the past few 
weeks. With the help of 
their consultant Meg Mayo- 
Brown, there were two si- 
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multaneous tracks intro- 
duced to create the next 
three-year strategic plan. 
The first group is made up 
of the district leadership 
team, and the second group 
is the stakeholder group. 
The stakeholder group 
includes all of the district 
leadership team members 
along with volunteers from 
the community, staff and 
students. This includes Sel- 
ect Board member Gary 
DePalma and two School 
Committee members. Brand 
mentioned that the group 
is a little short of their 
ideal composition, referen- 
cing the previous round 


where. the _ stakeholder 
group was made up of 50 
people. 


Assistant Superintendent 
Christine Elliott said that 
she appreciated the use of 
the same consultant as 
with the Equity Audit com- 
pleted last year, which re- 
duces the amount of work 
to be done and allows Ma- 
yo-Brown to recall and 
supply information that 
the district already glean- 
ed. 

School Committee mem- 
ber Stephen Turner repor- 
ted that the student partic- 
ipation in the group so far 
provided unique perspec- 
tive and experience to for- 
malizing the strategic 
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A North CARES 4th and 
5th grade students at the 
North Intermediate School 
in Wilmington presented 
paracord keychains to 
both the police and fire 
department in recognition 
of Special Acts of 
Kindness and their serv- 
ice to our community.

School budget projected 
to increase 3./5 percent

WILMINGTON — Last 
Wednesday, the School 
Committee held their fis- 
cal year 2024 budget hear- 
ing before they received 
updates from the middle 
and high school repre- 
sentatives and reviewed 
next year’s school calen- 
dar. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand opened the budget 
hearing by contributing 
the presentation to the en- 
tire team who worked on 
it. 

He reminded the com- 
mittee of the guidelines he 
gave: providing appropri- 
ate funding for essential 
services and programs, 
finalizing the fiscal-relat- 
ed recommendations from 
the Walker Report, suppor- 
ting the implementation 
of subject-related curricu- 
lum and instruction, and 
continuing professional de- 
velopment for teachers. 

He also mentioned the 
budget drivers for this 
year including expanding 
student needs, contractual 
obligations, special edu- 
cation tuitions, transpor- 
tation costs, and the end 
of COVID-19 grants. 

There was also an ex- 
planation of how the num- 
ber of general education 
teachers have decreased 
over the years while the 
district had been hiring 
more special education 
and educational assis- 
tants, showing staffing 
decline at a different rate 


from enrollment decline 
due to the increasing needs 
of students. 

“Meeting the complex 
and increasingly challeng- 
ing needs of our students 
is more difficult across 
many smaller schools,” 
Brand noted. 

Overall, the budget in- 
creased 3.75 percent from 
fiscal year 2023 to over 
$47 million. 

School Committee mem- 
ber M.J. Byrnes said that 
she appreciated the com- 
mitment put in to create 
the budget. She comment- 
ed that it seemed to be 
robust and common sense 
while still sufficing to 
meet staff needs. Jay Sa- 
maha commended their 
ability to provide a con- 
servative budget that 
meets student needs. 

Jesse Fennelly asked 
what the typical budget 
increase is. Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Adminis- 
tration and Finance Paul 
Ruggiero answered that 
it usually starts around 
four percent but gets cut 
by the town to an average 
of 3.61 percent. 

“We’re doing the best 
we can with what we’re 
given,” Ruggiero said. 

David Ragsdale said he 
hopes the Finance Com- 
mittee will be able to sup- 
port it. Chair Dr. Jenn 
Bryson thanked Brand 
for the enrollment com- 
parison especially. 

Next, the committee re- 
ceived updates from their 
middle and high school 
representatives. Updates 


from the middle school 
included high school rep- 
resentatives introducing 
various clubs at lunch, 


core class recommenda- © 


tions, a Students Against 
Destructive Decisions pos- 
ter campaign, the black 
history quilt, and a pick- 
leball tournament. , 

The high school repre- 
sentatives mentioned re- 
cent events such as an 
environmental club cam- 
paign against car idling, 
National Honors Society 
invites, mock trial, the 
Black History Month cel- 
ebration, and clubs visit- 
ing the middle school. 

Two notable items that 
came before them for 
vote were the WHS course 
selection and program of. 
studies and an _ out-of- 
state French field trip 
with Joanne Veliz. They 
voted to table the course 
selection decision but ap- 
proved the French trip. 

As the committee con- 
ducted their first reading 
of the 2023-2024 school year 
calendar, Brand highlight- 
ed that the presented cal- 
endar was similar to this 
year with Dec. 22 as a half 
day. 

Stephen Turner com- 
mented that Jan. 2 seem- 
ed like a little soon to go 
back to learning, but 
Ragsdale said he op- 
posed this suggestion be- 
cause winter break is al- 
ready 10 days long. 

Ragsdale went on to dis- 
play opposition for Dec. 
22 as a half day. He sug- 
gested that the day was 


skipped by many students 
and families this past 
year ‘because Christmas 
Eve was a Saturday. 

Byrnes asked for the ab- 
senteeism rate for the 
day before Christmas 
break over the past few 
years for the next reading 
of the calendar. 

Samaha asked if there 
could be more alignment 
with half days across 
schools so that elementary 
and middle school have 
half days on the same 
days. Elliott replied saying 


that they could bring the 


proposed dates back for 
consideration, but splitting 
up parent-teacher confer- 
ences among schools may 
allow families to make a 
shorter commitment. 

Samaha also proposed 
that Columbus Day be re- 
named to Indigenous Peo- 
ples’ Day, referencing 
other nearby towns that 
recognize this holiday. 
Turner agreed that it 
would be better not to cel- 
ebrate a figure represent- 
ing death. Bryson also 
shared her support for 
the change. 

Ragsdale lastly com- 
mented that he wants the 
first week of school to be 
longer than two days, 
although he still sees the 
value of holding two days 
of professional’ develop- 
ment for staff at the be- 
ginning of the year. Brand 
answered that this would 
require starting the school 
year after Labor Day,

WILMINGTON — The 
youth and friends of Wil- 
mington United Metho- 
dist Church are preparing 
for their annual weekend- 
long event — World Vi- 
sion’s 30 Hours Famine. 

During the weekend, par- 
ticipants will learn about 
hunger and poverty. As a 
way to experience hunger 
on a firsthand basis, they 
can choose to fast from 
food while working in the 
community. This year, the 
group will travel to Boston 


Common to provide meals 
to the homeless in the area. 

When the 30 Hour Fam- 
ine began in 1991, 40,000 
children under the age of 
five were dying every day 
due to hunger and its re- 
lated issues. Today, that 
number has been drasti- 
cally reduced to 6,400 a 
day. While it is a signifi- 
cant reduction, it is still a 
number too high to be ac- 
ceptable, 

Each year, as part of the

ger. This year, the youth 
are collecting diapers. 
Their goal is to collect 64 
packages of diapers — 
one package to represent 
every 100 children who die 
each day.

Healey-Driscoll Administration files $282M 


BOSTON — The Healey- 
Driscoll Administration 
filed a $282 million gross/ 
$154 million net Fiscal 
Year 2023 (F'Y23) supple- 
mental budget to address 
urgent needs across the 
state’s family emergency 
shelter system, which is 
at capacity and facing sig- 
nificantly elevated levels 
of demand by families fac- 
ing homelessness, and to 
extend two food security 
programs that will soon 
run out of funding. 

“Our administration is 
committed to ensuring 
that families in Massachu- 
setts have access to the 
shelter, health care, educa- 
tion, food assistance and 
other services they need, 
and that our communities 
have the resources to pro- 
vide them,” said Governor 
Healey. “The bill that we’re 
filing today would extend 
urgently needed funding 
for several critical pro- 
grams — Emergency As- 
sistance, universal school 
meals and SNAP — to con- 
tinue to provide these serv- 
ices. We look forward to 
working closely with our 
partners in Legislature to 
meet this moment and de- 
_liver for the people of Mas- 
' sachusetts.” 

“Frontline providers and 
‘advocacy organizations 
‘have been doing heroic 
-work to provide for fami- 
lies arriving in Massachu- 
setts, but they need con- 
‘tinued funding and sup- 
-port. Governor Healey and 
‘I are committed to work- 
ing in close partnership 
‘with them to secure this 
-needed funding and con- 
tinue supporting our im- 
migrant and refugee com-

This includes 
investments in housing in- 
frastructure and the shel- 
ter provider workforce

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BOSTON — Massachu- 
setts Senate Republicans 
have filed a number of 
proposals designed to se- 
cure greater openness 
and transparency through 
a series of changes to the 
rules governing the way 
the legislature operates. 
Senate members last week 
debated two sets of rules, 
one shapes the mecha- 
nisms for legislative pro- 
cedures between the 
House and Senate joint- 
ly, and the other deter- 
mines the internal opera- 
tions of the Senate and 
stewardship of legislative 
operations in that cham- 
ber. 

"Through strong bipar- 
tisan efforts the Senate 
has made progress over 
the past several sessions 
in improving the trans- 
parency and accountabil- 
ity of the legislative pro- 
cess," said Senate Mino- 
rity Leader Bruce Tarr 
(R - Gloucester). "The 
Senate Republican Cau- 
cus and I believe that the 
public and legislators de- 
serve to have as much in- 
formation, and enough 
time, to review legisla- 
tion being contemplated 
by the Legislature." 

Filed as amendments 
for consideration by the 
Senate as it debates rules 
governing the 2023 - 2024 
legislative session, the Re- 
publican-sponsored_ pro- 
posals include measures 
to give legislators and the 
public more time to read 
legislation prior to floor 
votes and promote more 


rehouse families. Based 
on current caseload pro- 
jections, more than 1,100 
shelter units over baseline 
capacity are needed, and 
the funds in this bill are 
critically needed to keep 
pace with this demand. 

The bill also proposes 
$21.9 million to support 
schools through the end of 
the 2023-2024 school year. 
The funding is targeted 
toward the communities 
experiencing a large influx 
of families with school- 
aged children due to state 
shelter placements — in 
particular, by providing fi- 
nancial support to schools 
and school districts for the 
costs associated with plac- 
ing new students in local 
schools. This bill also in- 
cludes funding to maintain 
a temporary central in- 
take center where families 
can receive timely case 
management services and 
health assessments during 
their first few days in shel- 
ter and for costs associat- 
ed with other necessary 
health assessments and 
immigration-focused case 
management. 

The funding to support 
emergency shelters and 
related services would be 
authorized for DHCD as 
well as other agencies that 


engagement in the process. 

"The Massachusetts Sen- 
ate must be a place of 
transparency and accoun- 
tability," said State Sen- 
ator Ryan Fattman (R- 
Sutton). "The people we 
represent deserve that 
type of Senate and our 
‘reform’ amendments de- 
mand that type of Senate. 
Showing up to vote, in- 
person, doing the peo- 
ple's business during the 
light of day, stopping lob- 
bying by those who cor- 
rupted the public’s trust, 
and providing transpar- 
ency in how a Senator 
votes are reforms that 
can restore good gover- 
nance to the Massachu- 
setts Senate." 

The Republican Caucus 
amendments were filed as 
part of the process by 
which the legislature ad- 
opts rules as one of the 
first acts of a new legisla- 
tive session. They are in- 
tended to build on a rules 
proposal released by the 
Senate's Temporary Rules 
Committee, which filed its 
report on Thursday, Feb. 2. 

“Strong public policy 
relies on the ability of 
legislators and the public 
to be able to review, un- 
derstand, and offer im- 
provements to proposed 
legislation before it is 
acted upon,” said State 
Senator Patrick O’Connor 
(R-Weymouth). “The Rules 
package amendments put 
forward by my Republi- 
can colleagues and I would 
add to the level of trans- 
parency on Beacon Hill 


play a role in responding 
to this crisis, and would 
work in combination with 
a $20 million appropria- 
tion in the economic de- 
velopment bill enacted in 
November 2022. 

"The Commonwealth's 
Emergency Assistance 
program provides vital 
support for families in cri-

The bill filed today also 
proposes $130 million to 
create an offramp from 
the federal extra Supple- 
mental Nutrition Assis- 
tance Program (SNAP), a 
benefit that the federal 
government began provid- 
ing to SNAP recipients 
during the COVID-19 pan- 
demic and recently an- 
nounced would end in 
March 2023.

Senate Republicans 
champion rules reforms 


and ensure a healthy and 
thriving democracy.” 

Included in the meas- 
ures filed by the Repub- 
lican Senators are rules 
which would: 

e Require unanimous 
consent for a session to 
go beyond midnight; 

¢ Require at least eight 
hours between legisla- 
tive sessions; 

e Require the full dis- 
closure of how a member 
voted, including if their 
vote was cast in-person, 
remotely, or through the 
submission of an author- 
ization letter to the Clerk; 

e Ensure a reasonable 
amount of time for mem- 
bers to see and consider 
redrafted legislative am- 
endments prior to votes 
being taken; 

e Establish a_ longer 
time period for members, 
and the public, to see 
annual budget bills before 
they are voted on from 
five days to seven. 

In addition, several Re- 
publican amendments 
were filed by Tarr, a mem- 
ber of the Temporary 
Rules Committee, to the 
bill that would establish 
a new set of Joint Rules 
used for House and Sen- 
ate procedures. Those pro- 
posals, geared toward 
providing more time for 
members, the public, and 
the press to review leg- 
islative proposals, would 
result in increased trans- 
parency, predictability, 
and the opportunity for 
civic engagement. 
Included in those are 


amendments that would: 

e Require conference 
committee reports to be 
filed by 5 p.m.; 

¢ Require at least 72 
hours between the filing 
of a conference commit- 
tee report and its consid- 
eration for approval by 
the House and Senate; 

e Require the public 
posting of the conference 
committee reports within

home more tropical

s February 
comes to a 
close, _ psy- 
chologically, 
most of us 
would like to think we have 
turned the corner on the 
winter season and are 
headed straight for spring. 

Unfortunately, the sea- 
soned New Englander 
knows there could still be 
many weeks left of winter 
weather, so bringing a little 
tropical life into our homes 
can be a welcome break to 
a bleak time of year. 

A pleasant prequel to 
spring can be achieved 
with the placement of trop- 
ical plants in your home, 
like the beautiful orchid 
plant. 

After the celebration of 
last week’s Valentine’s 
Day, many may have found 
themselves to be. new or- 
chid plant owners, as or- 
chid plants have become a 
popular gift for Valentine’s 
Day in recent years. 

Orchid plants naturally 
grow mainly in tropical 
regions of the world, and 
were once thought of as a 
specialty plant only for 
the serious horticulturist. 

Known at one time as the 
“plant of kings,” orchid 
plants have grown in pop- 
ularity and are readily 
available even for the no- 
vice plant owner. 

There are about 28,000 
species of orchids known to 
science, but the most com- 
mon types of household 
orchid plants are cym- 
bidium, dendrobium, onci- 
dium and phalaenopsis. 

While each species has 
their own particular shape, 
size and color, most orchid 
plants are known for their 
simplistic lines. They have

As the days count down 
to warm weather, it’s time 
to start planning coastal 
getaways. For history by 
the sea, head south. and 
visit Cohasset to find small 
town charm on the shore. 

Cohasset is part of Nor- 
folk County, which stret- 
ches from the South Shore 
to the Rhode Island _ bor- 
der. However, the town is 
technically an exclave of 
the county, separated en- 
tirely by Plymouth Coun- 
ty, leaving Cohasset and 
Brookline, which refused 
to be annexed into Boston, 
making Norfolk the only 
noncontiguous county in 
the state. 

Situated at the edge of 
Boston Harbor and Massa- 
chusetts Bay, the town has 
been a longtime fishing 
port and still maintains 
its maritime traditions to- 
day. 

There is no shortage of 
great places to eat in Co- 
hasset. Salty Days Fish 
Company is conveniently 
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few leaves and produce 
only one or two stems with 
multiple blossoms at a 
time. 

Most orchid plants only 
bloom once or twice a 
year, but it is not unheard 
of for a happy and healthy 


orchid to bloom multiple 


times a year. 

Some people shy away 
from owning an orchid 
plant, as it has a reputa- 
tion for. being difficult to 
care for. 

Speaking from experi- 
ence, I have found that as 
long as the orchid plant is 
in the proper environment, 
they do not require much 
attention at all. 

Orchid plants will thrive 
in or near a bright window 
facing east or west, but 
avoid direct sunlight as it 
can burn tender foliage 
and exposed roots. 

For those unfamiliar with 
orchid plants, they are not 
planted in traditional pot- 
ting soil, but rather in peat 
moss, fir bark, sphagnum 
moss, cork nugget, lava 
rock or stones to promote 
good drainage and to leave 
plenty of room for root 
growth. 

Orchid plants have aeri- 
al roots that reach out into 
the air rather than bore 
down through soil. This 
type of root system ab- 
sorbs moisture through 
the air, so they tend to 
come out of the confines 
of their pot. When you see 
this happen, do not cut or 
trim the reaching roots, as 
their wiry roots are part 
of their unique charm. 

The biggest mistake or- 
chid owners make is that 
they tend to kill their or- 
chid plant with kindness 
when it comes to water- 
ing. 

Typically, orchids require 
just a splash of water

every 7 to 10 days, but they 
do like to have moisture in 
the air. Try keeping a clean 
dish of water in the win- 
dow near your orchid to 
keep the plant's environ- 
ment humid. 

Because they are tropi- 
cal plants, orchids flourish 
best in temperatures be- 
tween 60 and 80 degrees 
fahrenheit. 

If this is your first win- 
ter with an indoor orchid 
plant, you will need to 
take extra care to be sure 
to avoid chilling or freez- 
ing your new plant. 

Keep orchids out of drafts

Wilting, loss of buds 
or blossoms, or partial 
death of the plant are also 
signs that your plant may 
have been exposed to a

CDC urges avian 
flu caution

While backyard _bird- 
watching or chicken-rais- 
ing may be a meditative 
pastime for many, Mas- 
sachusetts residents are 
urged to remain vigilant 
amid the current world- 
wide H5N1 avian flu crisis. 

In a recent online inter- 
view, the CDC’s Chief Me- 
dical Officer of the Influ- 
enza Division, Dr. Tim 
Uyeki, explained that avi- 
an flu, while prevalent, re- 
mains a threat largely only 
to birds. 

“H5N1 viruses currently 
circulating in wild birds 
and causing poultry out- 
breaks are well-adapted to 
spread among birds,” he 
said. “However, these H5N1 
bird flu viruses do not 
have the ability to easily 
bind to receptors in the 
upper respiratory tract of 
humans, or to transmit 
among people.” 

According to Uyeki, poul- 
try such as chicken and 
turkeys experience very 
high rates of mortality once 
infected with avian flu; 
birds can succumb to the 
disease within 48 hours of 
infection. Virus is shed 
from birds through mucous, 
feces, and saliva. 

The AP reports that over 
the past several years, bird 
flu has cost the government 
about $661 million at the 
same time as poultry and 
egg prices have been ris- 
ing; more than 58 million 
birds have been slaugh- 
tered to limit viral spread. 
The USDA estimates that 
farmers have lost more 
than $1 billion to the virus. 
The CDC and USDA contin-

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
reports that currently, the 
threat of the H5N1 virus to 
humans is low, and re- 
mains an animal health 
issue among poultry and 
other birds. The CDC still 
advises that people should 
avoid making contact with 
sick or dead wild birds and 
poultry. There is not a 
threat to consuming poultry 
products, including eggs, 
as long as they are cooked 
properly. 

The CDC recommends 
poultry and eggs be cooked 
to 165 degrees to kill bac- 
teria and viruses. 

The good news is that 
Massachusetts currently 
has had no outbreaks since 
November of 2022, accord- 
ing to the US Department 
of Agriculture’s Animal and 
Plant Health Inspection 
Service. However, the virus 
has been detected in all 50 
states among wild birds as 
of mid-February, with more 
than 58 million poultry 
birds — including backyard 
flocks — affected, including 
in New Hampshire, New 
York, and Maine. 

While bird feeders are 
not considered high-risk 
infection areas, residents 
should be careful to clean 
out their feeders regularly 
and remain vigilant for 
sick or dead birds. Resi- 
dents are encouraged to 
minimize contact with wild 
birds and dead poultry and 
wear gloves and a face 
mask when touching birds.

Select Board reviews FY24 enterprise funds

TEWKSBURY The 
Tewksbury Select Board 
met on Feb. 15, 2023, at 
Tewksbury Town Hall. 

Town Manager Richard 
Montuori presented the 
FY24 enterprise budgets. 
An enterprise fund is a 
separate accounting and 
financial reporting mecha- 
nism for municipal servic- 
es for which a fee is 
charged in exchange for 
goods or. services. Enter- 
prise funds include sewer, 
water, telemedia and ca- 
ble, and stormwater. 

The telemedia enterprise 
fund is used to support 
Tewksbury  Telemedia’s 
public access television and 
YouTube media production. 
The fund covers equip- 
ment, maintenance and 
operational costs for the 
department. 

While the fund is support- 
ed by Verizon and Comcast 
franchise fees, Montuori is 
anticipating a downturn in 
revenue in coming years 
due to people switching 
away from cable; however, 
the budget sets aside a sur- 


plus to ensure services con- 
tinue. Total appropriations 
for FY24 are projected at 
$426,038, with $600,000 pro- 
jected in revenue. 

The water enterprise 
fund supports the town’s 
water distribution _ net- 
work, which is made up of 
three storage tanks and 160 
miles of water main lines. 
The town plans to replace 
decaying water mains with 
cheap and readily avail- 
able PVC pipes, decreasing 
costs and speeding up the 
replacement rate. 

For FY24, appropriations 
are recommended at 
$8,182,480, an increase of 
over $700,000. Over the 
next five years, the budget 
allocates $28 million for 
water distribution design 
and improvement, water 
treatment plant and tank 
maintenance, and hydrants 
and vehicle replacement; 
the plan is to spend re- 
tained earnings, water sta- 
bilization funds, and funds 
borrowed for capital proj- 
ects. For 

FY24, debt service will 
make up 32 percent of the 
water budget. 

Over $9 million in ARPA 


funding was dedicated to 
infrastructure with the aim 
of reducing water main 
breaks and leaks. 

Montuori also discussed 
water rates for FY24, 
which will increase for the 
first time in the past three 
years, with an average 
increase of between $22 
and $55 annually. Montuori 
explained that water usage 
from August and December 
2021 and April 2022 were 
used to project revenues 
for FY24; chemical treat- 
ment costs have increased 
significantly. 

Annual water usage is 
projected to decrease from 
last year’s projection to 
649,350,523 gallons. 

The sewer enterprise 
fund is recommended at 
a $7 million appropriation. 
Increased costs include a 
higher assessment from 
Lowell Sewer. Nearly $500,000 
in capital improvements 
for F'Y24 will go to support 
inflow and infiltration con- 


‘trol, sewer pump station 


improvements, and fleet 
and equipment replace- 
ment. 

Debt service is expected 
to make up 49 percent of 


the FY24 budget, but that 


proportion will decrease 


over the next 10 years. Rev- 
enues are projected at just 
over $7 million. 

Montuori addressed sew- 
er rates, which will in- 
crease in F Y24 for both in- 
town and. out-of-town and 
exempt properties; rates 
have not increased for five 
years. Projected usage for 
FY24 is over 526 million 
gallons, a decrease of 2.6 
million gallons. 

80 percent of potential 
users are connected to the 
sewer system, compared to 
62 percent in FY11. 

Montuori reviewed the 
stormwater enterprise fund, 
which is recommended to 
appropriate $1,116,200 and 
bring in $1,139,307 in rev- 
enues. Stormwater fees will 
remain at $75 per equi- 
valent residential unit. FY24 
capital improvements in- 
clude culvert replacements 
and drainage system im- 
provement design.

He gets to be the 
wide-eyed middle-aged fanboy of the group 
in those films. In his own films, he's just liv- 
ing a blue-sky life in San Francisco as an af- 
fable single dad and ex-con who was once 
fired from Baskin Robbins and who has oc- 
casional enemies to defeat. 

In this third film, " Ant-Man and The 
Wasp: Quantumania," in theaters Thursday, 
he's coasting on his own post-Blip celebrity 
with a best-selling memoir out, lots of fans 
around town and a generally sunny disposi- 
tion — when he's not breaking his teenage 
daughter Cassie (now played by Kathryn 
Newton, always an enjoyable presence) out 
of jail for civil disobedience. 

There is a fun, light, sitecom-y touch to 
these early scenes in which he and his 
makeshift family, Hope Van Dyne (Evange- 
line Lilly), Janet Van Dyne (Michelle Pfeif- 
fer) and Hank Pym (Michael Douglas) sit 
around the table for takeout pizza. They use 
their particle technology to blow up the tiny 
pie. 

"I just saved us $8," Pym declares 
proudly. 

But Ant-Man is part of the larger chess 
board of the MCU, so naturally he's doomed 
to be sucked into the multiverse mess, set- 
ting up pieces for more Avengers films to 

“come with the introduction of a new villain, 
“Kang (played with a maniacal sorrow by the 
“great Jonathan Majors). And the results are 
«mixed. Reed has returned to direct with a 
new writer, Jeff Loveness, who has also been 
tapped to write "Avengers: The Kang Dy- 
nasty" and it's hard not to empathize with 
“both for the logic gymnastics required to 
back Ant-Man and his gang into this con- 
flict. 

Loveness, who cut his teeth in comedy 
and has an affinity for comic book and B- 
movie absurdities, gives Ant-Man his own 
"Star Wars"-adjacent adventure. There's 
quite a bit of unrest in the Quantum Realm, 
with scrappy rebels battling against a pow- 
erful ruler with an army of faceless soldiers. 
But he takes that conceit further and: gives 
the rebels some personality and humor, in- 
cluding William Jackson Harper as the 
mind-reading Quaz. The villain's a killing 


machine, M.0.D.0.K., that looks (know- 
ingly) straight out of a "Mystery Science 
Theater 3000" movie and it is quite enter- 
taining. It's both a nod to the fun of the 
ridiculousness in sci-fi and a reminder that 
Serious Superhero Films are sometimes just 
one crazy special effect away from being 
Silly Superhero Films. 

"Quantumania" also gives Pfeiffer a lot 
more to do as we, and Hank and Hope, learn 
a little bit more about Janet's 30 years in the 
Quantum Realm and the various compro- 
mises and allegiances she made to stay 
alive. Pfeiffer is an unambiguous delight 
and. the real center of the movie despite 
what the title might claim. Ant-Man just 
finds himself in the middle of the mess, 
which starts to drag on in a muddle of sci-fi 
furnishings that individually are probably 
quite inspired and interesting but together 
just blend into a dreary mess. 

It's a shame because Reed's films are 
generally so crisp and styled and are best 


_ when focused on characters, not worlds and 


Quantum Realms. "Quantumania" shines 
when it is keeping things light and quippy. 

But Kang, for what we can assume are 
bigger story needs, needs to be more seri- 
ous. Majors is certainly chilling and capti- 
vating, but Kang seems like a mismatched 
foe for a standalone Ant-Man film and the 
result is a "Quantumania" that is trying to 
be too many things. One thing it is not is a 
Wasp movie, though. Lilly gets a lot to do but 
not a lot of — or any — character develop- 
ment. 

"Quantumania" sticks the ending, how- 
ever. Without giving anything away, we'll 
just say that Reed and Rudd get to return to 
their sweet spot, with a bit of a twist. 

"Ant-Man and the Wasp: Quantumania," 
a Walt Disney release in theaters Thursday, 
is rated PG-13 by the Motion Picture Asso- 
ciation for "some sci-fi action violence."

mercial spaces. 

The effort has already 
proven wildly successful in 
communities like Reading, 
where a 40R overlay was 
wrapped around a large 
swatch of the community’s 
downtown district back in 
Dec. of 2021. Since that 
time, town officials have ap- 
proved at least nine Read- 
ing Center redevelopments 
containing nearly 250 new 
dwelling units and roughly 
50,000 square feet of revital- 
ized commercial spaces. 

In fact, Reading’s 40R 
zoning initiative has proven 
so successful that town res- 
idents, staggered by the 
pace and scale of downtown 
redevelopments, recently 
asked town officials to 
freeze the permitting 
process.

School Committee expresses concern 
with involvement in strategic plan

plan. 

David Ragsdale said that 
the composition and the 
size of the group bring 
substantial concerns. With 
the small size of the group 
and the large elementary 
school representation, he 
doesn’t see it representing 
the middle or high school 
enough. He emphasized 
the necessity of stakehold- 
er involvement and per- 
spectives to create a plan 
that the district can follow 
for the next three years. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson, 
reminding the community 
that she was on the stake- 
holder group for the previ- 
ous district plan, shared 
that the size of the previ- 
ous group was a sign of 
ownership and investment 
from the community. 

“It doesn’t feel like we’re 
engaging in something big 
the way that it did the last 
time,” she said. 

She implied that the lack 
of engagement indicates a 
lack of interest in the strat- 
egy of the school district. 

Ragsdale added that the 
previous stakeholder group 
was able to recognize pat- 
terns and consistencies, 
which gave the project 
confidence and credibility. 

Brand replied saying that 
he. was disappointed and 
surprised by the lack of vol- 
unteers, especially among 
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teaching staff. However, he 
said that the district strate- 
gic plan needs to have buy- 
in. He proposed using the 
Parent/guardian Advocates 
for Wilmington Schools 
group or other virtual 
means in a new way to pro- 
vide an opportunity for 
the community to share 
thoughts that could be 
brought into strategic plan 
committee discussions. 

Turner wondered if they 
could ask the Parent Ad- 
visory Council groups to 
contribute. 

Bryson went on to say 
that it seemed counter- 
intuitive to have chosen 
the meeting dates before 
the group was finalized. 
She questioned how much 
effort was made to seek 
volunteers and suggested 
promoting and explaining 
the purpose of the commit- 
tee further so that volun- 
teers would buy in. Brand 
also agreed that they could 
change the meeting dates. 

Ragsdale maintained that 
the prioritization and syn- 
thetization of the informa- 
tion and ideas for the 
strategic plan make a dif- 
ference.

The Plunge will be held 
in conjunction with Rota- 
ry International's Commit- 
ment and Rotary District 
7930's pledge to support 
Polio Plus, the effort to 
completely eradicate Polio 
from the planet. Polio pri- 
marily effects children un- 
der the age of five and can 
cause permanent paraly- 
sis or long term effects 
many years after contrac- 
ting the virus. 

Wild poliovirus cases 
have decreased by over 99 
percent since 1988, from 
an estimated 350,000 cases 


in more than 125 endemic 
countries to six reported 
cases in 2021. Of the three 
strains of wild poliovirus, 
poliovirus type 2 was erad- 
icated in 1999 and wild 
poliovirus type 3 was erad- 
icated in 2020. As of 2022, 
endemic wild poliovirus 
type 1 remains in only two 
countries: Pakistan and 
Afghanistan. 

The Gates Foundation, 
The World Health Organi- 
zation, and Rotary Inter- 
national have raised over 
2.6 Billion dollars to help 
provide vaccines, research 
and treatment around the 
world. The vaccine is pro- 
vided to millions of young 
children, free of charge, 
every year.

Garrity the best 500- 
meter run in America 
East Conference

BOSTON -- Just shy of a 
year ago, the Town Crier 
ran a story on Emma 
Garrity, and how the 
Bryant University runner 
was the Northeast 
Conference champion in 
the 500-meters, all while 
breaking the program's 
record. 

On Sunday, she was at it 
again, but this time her 
competition was much 
tougher. 

Over __ the summer, 
Bryant transitioned: from 
competing in the 
Northeast Conference to 
the America East 
Conference, which meant 
facing teams such as 
UMass Lowell, 
Binghamton, Albany, 
UNH, Maine and Vermont, 
among others. 

None of that ever got in 
Garrity's way. The former 
WHS standout and 
Division 4 state champion 
in the 600-meters, was the 
lone individual champion 
on both the Bryant women 
and men's team, during 
the AE Conference 
Championship title held at 
the New Balance Track 
Facility. 

Garrity again won the 
500-meters and again with 
a new school record time 
of 1:13.38. She edged out 
Binghamton senior 
Stephanie Cassens, who 
came in with a time of 
1:13.43. 

“(The switch of confer- 
ences) meant bigger 
schools, and deeper 
teams. I knew any type of 
success in this new confer- 
ence was a tall task and 
that I’d have to level up,” 
said Garrity, a junior. 

She said that once the 
race began, she was in a 
battle from the very start 
all the way until the end. 

“It took a personal best 
time of 1:13.38 to take the 
500 (meter) win over a tal- 
ented defending champion 
from Binghamton. 


Winning was so special 
because I believe it makes 
me Bryant’s first female 
to win a title in the new 
conference (in any sport). 
That of course, is a huge 
honor. I hope to be the 
first of many,” Garrity 
said. 

In addition to the win in 
the 500, Garrity was also a 
part of the third place 
4x400 relay team joining 
fellow junior Grace Yost 
and sophomores’ Ana 
Bertarelli and Savannah 
Pineda as they came in 
with a collective time of 
3:50.26. 

Her two performances 
helped Bryant finish in 
fourth place as a team. 

“The relay was no differ- 
ent. My team and I came 
together and produced 
another school record in 
order to get on the podi- 
um. The 4x400 is my 
favorite event in track, so 
being able to race it in a 
new conference, with 
hardware on the line, was 
awesome,” said Garrity. 

Earlier this month, 
Garrity also earned a pair 
of All-New England hon- 
ors, the first coming in the 
500. She ran a 1:15.53 to 
finish fourth.

what’s probably going to 
happen and what I should 
do in every different sce- 
nario, and like none of it 
happened.” 

When Gaudreau was 
midway through the race, 
he quickly realized Blake 
did not do what he previ- 
ously anticipated. 
However, he managed to 
adjust on the fly in what 
created for an electrifying 
finish. 


“I was in lane five and 
he was in lane six so I 
thought he was going to 
sit.on me and kind of 
match me,” he said. “At 
the break line I thought he 
was going to try to cut me 
off, but he didn’t do that 
until the two-fifty mark. 
He cut me off, we bumped 
each other then I had to 
go around him.” 

Gaudreau’s success con- 
tinued in the 4x400 relay, 
where he assisted team- 
mates Hunter Marino, 
Kashief Bogannam, and 
Thomas Jordan in a first 
place finish (3:14.18 sec- 
onds). 

Following a fourth place 
finish in the 400-meter the 
previous season and tak- 
ing into account his long 
journey, Gaudreau is 
relieved to see all the 
pieces start to fit together. 

Following his high 
school career at 
Wilmington High School -- 
which included being 
named the Town Crier’s 
male Athlete of the Year - 
- , Gaudreau ran. at 
Division 3 Springfield 
College before transfer- 
ring to Coastal Carolina 
his sophomore year. After 
a walk-on attempt didn’t 
work out, he decided to 
come back home _ to 
UMass Lowell to red shirt. 

His first year at UML, 
Gaudreau participated in 
collegiate events as unat- 
tached. Meaning, he had 
no affiliation to any par- 
ticular school and was 
competing as an_ inde- 
pendent. 

After receiving the 
attention of the River 
Hawks, Gaudreau ran into 
COVID, canceling the 
indoor track season. He 
finally experienced a nor- 
mal season last year 


which injuries ultimately 
overshadowed. 

When Gaudreau crossed 
the finish line on Sunday, 
he couldn’t help but 
remember what he had to 
endure to get to this 
moment. 

“It was cool because last 
year I was hurt for a lot of 
the season,” he recalled. 
“It made me realize I need 
to take the right steps 
every single day to recov- 
er from injuries. Good 
days equal good weeks 
and good weeks equal 
good months. I did the 
right thing every day. 

“(My journey) matured 
me a lot. I’m twenty-three 
now but going through it, 
you learn how to deal with 
all types of adversity. 
Injuries, transferring, and 
then I come here and I’m 
labeled as a walk on. I 
knew I was _ talented 
enough but I stayed quiet. 
I’m just going to run fast 
and train harder. It made 
me feel like I need to keep 
proving my worth.” 

When River Hawk head 
coach Gary Gardner saw 
Gaudreau come to the 
program, he saw _ the 
adjustment he had to 
make to be successful at 
the division one level. 


“It took him a little while 
to get used to it,” said 
Gardner. “He _ basically 
had a year and a half, 
almost two years off of 
real training. It’s been a 
process and last year you 
could really see him turn 
the corner and just con- 
tinue to do so this year.” 

Through the ups and 
downs, there’s one trait in 
particular regarding 
Gaudreau that resonates 
with Gardner. 

“The thing that sepa- 
rates him right now com- 
pared to the past is just 
the confidence he has in 
himself,” he said. “He 
doesn’t get rattled.” 

That characteristic was 
demonstrated at the high- 
est stage on Sunday, 
where Gaudreau rallied 
late in his 400-meter race. 

“In that race somebody 
cut him off in the finals 
and it looked like he was 
going to lose, and all of a 
sudden he comes flying by 
the guy in the last fifty 
meters after he cut him 
off with a hundred meters 
to go,” said Gardner. “He 
just doesn’t think he’s 
going to lose in a situation 
like that, and that goes a 
long way to not losing. 
He’s really come a long 
way maturity wise in his 
time here.” 

After two first place fin- 
ishes and a conference 
title, Gaudreau still has 
high expectations for the 
spring outdoor season. 

“The biggest (goal) is 
conference title for sure 


(as a team), and it would 


be cool to get the individ- 
ual four-hundred title,” he 
said. “I would love to qual- 
ify for Eastern Regionals 
for at least the relay if not 
the open 400.”

competition was a grind, 
and also crowded. 

“At first high jump was 
taking a while since there 
were so many kids. I was 
the last one to jump. 
When it was my time to 
jump I was a little nerv- 
ous because I had been 
sitting for so long, but 
once I jumped and cleared 
4-10 on the first attempt 
and all my nerves went 
away,” she said. 

“I was very happy I 
cleared all my heights on 
the first attempt because 
that really got me in the 
lead. I knew I could clear 
4-10 and 5-0 on the first 
attempt because I had 
before.” 

Nine days earlier Osgood 
cleared 5-3 and 5-4 for the 
first time in her career. 
The 5-4 mark gave her the 
Middlesex League cham- 
pionship title. After clear- 
ing 4-10 and 5-0, the event 
was down to five jumpers 
who had to clear 5-2. 

“At 5-2, I wasn't sure I 
was going to clear it on 
the first attempt because 
sometimes it takes me 
longer to clear that 
height. One of the girls 
who jumped before me 
cleared 5-2 first attempt 
and I knew that if I want- 
ed a shot at winning then 
I needed to clear it on the 
first attempt too. I did and 
I was so happy,” said 
Osgood. 

She didn't miss on any of 
her attempts at 5-2, while 
along the way the others 
including Kaitlyn 
Nickelson of Diman Voc 
Tech, Catrena Ghattas of 
Pembroke, Natalie 
Mutschler of Hanover and 
Smith of 
Pentucket, all missed it at 
one point or another. 

“Mollie didn't miss until 
she attempted 5-4. There 


were five girls who all 
cleared 5-2 and -she was 
the only one who was 
clean,” said head coach 
Joe Patrone. “She jumped 
well and there's some 
things that she can work 
on. She's happy that she 
won but I know that she 
wishes that she had 
jumped higher. 

“When the last girl went 
out at 5-4, Mollie was the 
last jumper so she knew 
that she had it won at that 
point, so she went in and 
decided to jump away 
from the bar (and not 
attempt it) but her first 
two jumps (at 5-4) were 
good. She's excited about 
going to All-States. She's 
also going to do the pen- 
tathlon along with Alexis 
Melvin.

Thorpe-Lapsley crosses into Hall of Fame territory

MANCHESTER, 
NH/WILMINGTON -- 

Last weekend, one of 
Wilmington’s leading dis- 
tance runners was lauded 
with an induction into the 
Saint Anselm College 
Athletics Hall of Fame 
Class of 2023, an honor 
nearly two decades in the 
making. 

Erin Thorpe-Lapsley, 
joined by her family, and 
‘a number of college 
friends, made the trip to 
‘Saint Anselm to accept 
much-deserved recogni- 
tion for her contribution 
during four seasons as a 
member of the Hawks 
cross country team. 

Thorpe-Lapsley, a 2004 
graduate, was one of six 
former student-athletes, 
from a range.of different 
sports, elected for the 
tribute and honored dur- 
ing a banquet and cere- 
mony held on Saturday, at 
the St. Anselm campus. 

“It was a little unexpect- 
ed because I didn’t have a 
great senior year,” said 
Thorpe-Lapsley, who 
explained that she sus- 
tained an injury that kept 
her off the trails for the 
senior cross-country sea- 
‘son. “It was nice that did- 


n't ruin the opportunity 
for me. I found out in 
January that I would be 
inducted and thought it 
was cool that it was hap- 
pening at this stage in my 
life. I actually said that in 
my speech. The award 
makes me feel less of a 
washed-up athlete.” 
Thorpe-Lapsley, 40, was 
the only three-time First 
All-Conference athlete in 


program history (2000, 
2001, 2002), claiming the 
Northeast 10 Rookie of the 
Year award as a fresh- 
man. She was also voted 
the Saint Anselm Female 
Student-Athlete of the 
Year that same season. 
Her crowning achieve- 
ment, however, was quali- 
fying for the NCAA 
Division II National 
Championship in her sec- 
ond year. 3 

“As a freshman, I fin- 
ished in second place in 
the League Championship 
race, just two seconds 
behind the winner,” 
recalled Thorpe-Lapsley. 
“In my sophomore year, I 
actually qualified for the 
Nationals which were 


-held at Slippery Rock 


University, Pennsylvania, 
which is just outside 
Pittsburgh. I have to be 
honest, I didn’t have my 
best race that day. There 
were about 180 runners 
from all over the country 
and I finished in the mid- 
dle of the pack.” 

A three-time cross-coun- 
try team captain at Saint 
Anselm, it was surprising 
to learn how this highly- 
talented athlete got her 
start as a distance runner. 


As a child, Thorpe- 
Lapsley suffered with 
epilepsy, which is 


described as a nerve dis- 
order of the brain known 
to trigger seizures and 
afflicts more than three 
million Americans. 
Thorpe-Lapsley’s mother 


-received intriguing guid- 


ance from her daughter’s 
physician. 

“My mother asked if 
there was anything we 
could do,” she recalled. 
“The doctor said exercise

can help. So, I started 
running. At the age of five 
or six, I ran a two-mile 
course at D.W. Field in 
Brockton where I grew 
up. It was a weekly race 


series and I did it every 
Saturday for two years. I 
really looked forward to 
Fe 

From Brockton, Thorpe- 
Lapsley and her. family 
moved to Melrose where 
she attended high school. 
She had taken some time 
off from running but 
faced with the continued 
threat of epilepsy and the 
burden of annual EEG 


exams, her mother urged 
her to return to the activi- 
ty that had served her 
well as a child. 
Thorpe-Lapsley dabbled 
in road racing and soon 


joined the spring track 
team at Melrose High, 
taking part in the two- 
miler. In the fall season, 
instead of the obvious 
choice of running cross- 
country, she found herself 
drawn to soccer. 

“The cross-country 
coach at Melrose knew 
about my running the two- 
mile in track and tried to 
convince me to run for 


him,” said  Thorpe- 
Lapsley. “I told him I’d 
much rather stay with 
soccer because of the 
team aspect.” 

Saint Anselm lacked a 
track and field program 
when Thorpe-Lapsley 
enrolled and _ soccer 
wasn’t an option so she 
made the obvious choice 
and joined the cross-coun- 
try team. She was met 
with immediate success, 
winning meets and lead- 
ing the team. 

Today, more than twen- 
ty-years later, she contin- 
ues to thrive as a runner. 
When Thorpe-Lapsley 
began competitive road 
racing, one of her goals 
was to break 19-minutes 
at the popular 5K dis- 
tance. Her college person- 
al record time was 19:02. 
Some of her better racing 
performances as a colle- 
giate athlete might well 
have been sub-19 but the 
standard for a number of 
the events was 6K or 3.6- 
miles. 

Thorpe-Lapsley, | who 
joined the Wilmington- 
based Sole Sisters 
Running Club in 2016, 
finally reached her long- 
time goal at the USATF- 
sanctioned BiGGSteps 5K, 
held in Needham last 
November, finishing with 
a personal record of 18:59, 
or a 6:06 per mile pace.

Thorpe-Lapsley makes 
her living teaching math- 
ematics at Burlington 
High School. 

“Now that I’ve reached 
my personal record goal, 
it might be time to back 
away from the 5K,” said 
Thorpe-Lapsley, when 
asked what’s next on her 
running agenda. “That’s 
the great thing about dis- 
tance running - it’s a life- 
long sport. I’ve never run 
a marathon but I do have 
my sights set on it.”

To truly appreciate

Henry has loved bas- 
ketball since she first 
started playing as a 
seven-year-old in the 
Tewksbury Youth 
Basketball League, but 
when she was in eighth 
grade her dream of con- 
tinuing her career hit a 
road block when she was 
cut from her team, and 
told she was simply not 
good enough for high 
school basketball, let 
alone the college game. 

“T never would have 
thought I would be where 
I am _ now,” Henry 
said. “In eighth grade 
when I got cut, the coach 
told me he picked the 
girls that could make it 
in high school and that I 


not one of 
them. That was very 
tough on me.” 

No doubt it must have 
been. Here she was a 
basketball loving  13- 
year-old, who had just 
been told that her com- 
petitive basketball 
career was over. It was a 
dose of reality that 
would have stopped 
many youngsters in the 
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same situation in their 
tracks. 

But not Henry. She 
knew she had a choice to 
make: either accept the 
coach’s words and forget 
about playing, or she 
could work even harder 
and make herself into a 
better player. As you 
probably have guessed 
by now, Henry chose the 
latter. 

“It was very tough, but 
my dad (Bob) really 
helped me through it and 
helped me keep my con- 
fidence along with my 
shooting coach (Kevin 
Barboza) who kept work- 
ing with me,” Henry 
said. “And when I got to 
high school, my coach 
(Thomas Bynum) helped 
me get my confidence up 
that I could play at that 
level.” 

Henry most certainly 
proved she could play at 
the high school level, 
becoming a CCL All-Star 
as a senior, while devel- 
oping a reputation as a 
great long range shooter 
including hitting a game 
tying three-pointer at the 
buzzer in one game. 

Barboza, who _ has 
worked as Henry’s shoot- 
ing coach since she was 
11 years old, remembers 
well her being cut from 
that eighth grade team, 
but he also remembers 
the commitment she 
showed to getting better. 

“She was always very 
focused on the details of 
her shot, and one I 
taught her something 
she would always 
remember it,” Barboza 
said. “She was always 
dialed in and focused on 
the mechanics of her 
shot and that helped her 
get better.” 

Barboza, who ought to 
know a thing or two 
about shooting after 
playing professionally 
overseas before playing 
with the Harlem 
Globetrotters for two 
seasons, has been 
impressed with Henry’s 


continued efforts to 
improve, even in her col- 
lege years.

Mavrick comes through in big win over Essex Tech

DANVERS - Last year, 
Shawsheen ‘Tech Mavrick 
Bourdeau of Billerica was 
the Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference’s 
Most Valuable Player. 

This season, Bourdeau 
missed a significant por- 
tion of the season with an 
ankle injury, but Tuesday 
afternoon, the senior cap- 
tain of the Ram boys bas- 
ketball team showed 
exactly what earned him 
MVP honors in 2021-2022 
as he led his team to a 
thrilling 57-53 win over 
Essex Tech in Danvers. 

“Mavrick! willed us to 
victory,” said Shawsheen 
coach Joe Gore. “We’re 
going to miss him next 
year.” 

Shawsheen trailed 40-32 
in the opening moments 
of the fourth quarter 
before a 16-3 run by the 
Rams that didn’t end until 
a Hawk timeout with 3:13 
left and Shawsheen in 
front, 48-43. 

The Hawks would cut the 
deficit to only two, 49-47, 
with 2:21 left before two 
Bourdeau free throws 
with 2:08 left. 

With 1:22 to go, Ram jun- 
ior Franck Moron of 
Billerica drove to the bas- 
ket and dished a nice pass 
to senior Aiden MacLeod, 
who was fouled hard. The 
referees determined the 
foul to be intentional, 
awarding MacLeod four 
foul shots and giving the 
ball back to Shawsheen. 

MacLeod hit two from 
the line, making it 53-47. 

Essex converted a three- 
point play and swished a 
3-pointer in the final 
minute, but Bourdeau 
went 4 for 4 from the 
stripe, the last two mak- 
ing it 57-53 with four sec- 
onds remaining. 

“We know what we’re 
capable of,” said Gore. 
“Tt’s been kind of a roller- 
coaster season, but one 
thing I’ll credit our guys 
with is we’re battle tested.

Bourdeau’s second half 
was nothing short of epic 
as he scored 23 of his 
game-high 28 points in the 
final 16 minutes, 17 in the 
fourth quarter.

The Hawks took the-lead 
for the first time in the 
third quarter.

(37-32) heading into the 
final stanza. 

Shawsheen’s defense 
was the story of the final

The Rams also got excel- 
lent contributions off the 
bench from junior 
Zachary Rogers _ of 
Wilmington and _ senior

Burlington. 


Parrott played through- 
out the first half, hitting a 
free throw and handling 
the ball well as the Rams 
built their early lead. 

“He’s really stepped up 
for us,” said Gore.
